regular July 14 meeting of the GHI Board of Directors. 

of the property is frozen at present 
because the undeveloped land is 
part of the reforestration program.

Other Board Action 
The board approved a motion re¬ 
affirming the policy of requiring 
members to obtain management ap¬ 
proval before constructing fireplaces 
and chimneys. 

The board voted to place a mor¬ 
atorium on the installation of al¬ 
uminum siding on frame homes un¬ 
til the consultant's report on long 
range planning is completed. 

A motion to allow members liv¬ 
ing in a row of apartments to paint 
contrary to regulations where resi¬ 
dents of the lower-level and upper- 
level units could agree on an ap¬ 
proved color was tabled on a 4-3 
vote. 

Electrical Improvement Costs 
One problem which the board will 
face at a future meeting is the 
question of who should bear the 
cost of bringing inadequate electri¬ 
cal systems up to Code standards 
when a house is sold. Present GHI 
policy is to impose the cost iof im¬ 
provement on the seller. Audit 
Committee member Bobbi McCar¬ 
thy raised the issue when she sta¬ 
ted that the imposition on the sel¬ 
ling member of such costs, which 
could be as much as $300. was in¬ 
equitable. President James Smith 
said that it could be equally inequi¬ 
table to impose the cost on the 
purchaser, especially where changes 
made by the selling member were 
responsible for electrical system 
deficiencies or where the seller had 
unknowingly inherited the electri¬ 
cal problems from a pervious own¬ 
er. The board agreed to look into 
the problem at a future date. 

Demographic Questionnaire 

Within the last two weeks, resi¬ 
dents of Greenbelt Homes, Inc. 
have received questionnaires de¬ 
signed to inform GHI and its con¬ 
sult-ints of the general composition 
of its members. This demographic 
study to be done by Morton Hoff¬ 
man Co. cf Baltimore is expected 
to guide the direction of future 
planning in terms of m .rubers’ 
needs and priorities. Also the sur¬ 
vey will be useful in determining 
the amount of money people will be 
able to pay for needed repairs and 
improvements. The econonfc in¬ 
formation of this study would de¬ 
termine GUI’s eligibility for more 
government grants. 

This study is to be paid by funds 
from a grant that GHI has already 
secured. ;

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Restrictions Lifted on Sewer 
Hookups for Western Branch

The official opening of the Phase I Western Branch Wastewater 
Treatment Plant on July 14 coincided with an announcement by 
Dr. Neil Solomon, Maryland Secretary of Health and Mental Hy¬ 
giene that rescinded his order of May 20, 1970. This previous order 
had restricted sewer connections within the area served by the 
plant until the opening of Phase One expansion of that treatment 
facility — 15 million gallons a day (mgd). The sewer moratorium 
had delayed construction of the Greenbriar development and had 
led to years of controversy with respect to use of the Greenbriar 
sewage treatment plant. The moratorium also affected the time 
table of the Windsor Green townhouse development (formerly 
called the Glen Ora apartment complex). 

In imposing sewer restrictions in proximately 110 miles. 


1970 f Dr. Solomon’s concern was 
protection of the public health and, 
at the same time, making certain 
that development occurred in step 
with provision of sewage treatment 
facilities. He cautioned that al¬ 
though the Western Branch order 
is now rescinded, “local zoning and 
sewage allocations must remain 
in agreement with available capa¬ 
city." 

History of Western Branch 

The original Western Branch, 
opened in the late 1960’s on a 335- 
acre site in southeastern Prince 
Georges County, had the capacity 
to process an average sewage flow 
of five mgd. This capacity was 
subsequently increased to eight mgd 
by the addition of interim chemical 
treatment facilities. As a result of 
this increase, the Greenbriar de¬ 
velopment was permitted to tie into 
the public system and close its on¬ 
site temporary treatment plant. 
(The plant is expected to be moved 
soon to a site in Montgomery Coun- 
ty.> 

The new Western Branch Waste- 
water Treatment Project, which 
moved into its Phase I construc¬ 
tion in the fall of 1973 after many 
delays, replaces the original five 
mgd plant. It is designed for an 
ultimate capacity of 30 mgd -r~ 15 
mgd First Phase, 15 mgd Second 
Phase — and provides primary, 
secondary and advanced treatment 
processes. The construction phase 
was also plagued by material shor¬ 
tage delays and labor problems. 

The new plant serves the Wes¬ 
tern Branch of the Patuxent Riv¬ 
er Drainage Basin, which stretches 
from the Largo, Glenn Dale and 
Greenbelt areas of the County in 
the north to the Upper Marlboro 
area hi the south, a region of ap- 

Weidenfeld Elected 
Outstanding Official 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld has been 
recognized as the Outstanding Mu¬ 
nicipal Official of Prince George’s 
County for 1976-77 by the Prince 
George's Municipal Association 
(PGMA). 

Weidenfeld is the immediate past 
president of the PGMA and is now 
serving as chairman of the Associ¬ 
ation’s Tax Differential Committee. 
He was credited with spearheading 
the successful municipal efforts 
which resulted in the County gov¬ 
ernment's passage of tax differen¬ 
tial legislation this year.

He has served on the leag¬ 
ue’s Legislative Action Committee 
and as chairman of a subcommit¬ 
tee. In addition, he has been a 
speaker on legislation relating to 
municipal interests at the League’s 
Fall Legislative Conference for the 
past two years and represented the 
League in Annapolis by testifying 
at committee hearings of the Mary¬ 
land Legislature. 


The Western Branch expansion 
project was developed under super¬ 
vision of the Washington Suburban 
Sanitary Commission, utilizing fed¬ 
eral and state construction grants 
totaling $27 million, awarded 
through the Environmental Protec¬ 
tion Agency and Maryland Environ¬ 
mental Health Administration. 

Blue Plains, Anacostia 
Some portions of Greenbelt 
Golden Triangle, Springhill Lake, 
and undeveloped parcel 2 in the 
northeastern section — are hooked 
into the Blue Plains Treatment 
Plant in the Anacostia Drainage 
Basin. Dr. Solomon said that the 
restrictions for connections in the 
Anacostia Drainage Basin, also im¬ 
posed in 1970, will remain in full 
force until improvements to Blue 
Plains and the Anacostia Convey¬ 
ance System are completed. (The 
Capital Cadillac Automobile Agency 
and an office buiMmg un Got- 
den Triangle were given special 
sewage rights to the new Lower 
Anacostia Interim Plant. The coun¬ 
ty council and county executive 
considered these “high quality” 
projects.) 


METRO Delayed Two Weeks 

Metro has delayed until August 
1, the major realignment of bus 
service to the new Metro subway 
line. By then, the snafus caused by 
malfunctioning fare collecting 
equipment, cars, entrance gates 
should be ironed out. Until then 
Greenbelt buses will run on present 
schedules. 

Beauty Parlor Planned 
For Senior Citizens Bldg. 

In response to a letter by Miriam 
K. Cornelius, former Greenbelt resi¬ 
dent, suggesting to the city that 
both a dining room facility and a 
beauty parlor be added to plans for 
the proposed new senior citizens’ 
building (see News Review for June 
16), City Manager James K. Giese 
noted that it has been the plan of 
the City to provide a complete din¬ 
ing room facility in the project. 
The question whether or not one or 
more meals a day should be requir¬ 
ed as part of the conditions of ten¬ 
ancy has not been resolved. How¬ 
ever, it was felt that if adequate 
funds are available, the) kitchen and 
dining room should be built so that 
& meal service of seme type would 
be possible. 

Because of Mrs. Cornelius’ sug¬ 
gestion concerning a beauty parlor, 
council reviewed the plans for this 
building. T t was decided that a 
two-room suite that has been desig¬ 
nated for a clinic could also be used 
as a beauty shop and barber shop 
by the installation of a sink. The 
clinic rooms, for use by visiting 
physicians and nurses, would be 
occupied only part time. It was 
felt, therefore, that other part-time 
uses could be scheduled there as 
well. The architect is thus making 
necessary modifications, and the fa¬ 
cility will have that added capabili¬ 
ty to provide service to the resi¬ 
dents.

All work has been completed on 
unit #24 at Research Road, he 
noted, except for testing. Work on 
unit #21 at Plateau Place is a- 
bout half completed, while work on 
unit #22 at Hillside and Laurel 
Hill is just getting underway. When 
these units are finished, the con¬ 
version work on the four main 
North End heating plants will be 
complete. Unit #23 at Laurel Hill, 
completed in August 1976, was in 
operation during the last heating 
season. 

Breashears also cited favorable 
statistics on fuel consumption. 
Comparisons of fuel oil usage dur¬ 
ing the 1976-77 heating season with 
that of the 1975-76 season in terms 
of degree day burn showed a sav¬ 
ings of 13.8% in the masonry homes, 
29.3% in the frame homes served 
by small plants, and 18.8% in the 
frame homes served by large plants. 
Breashears expressed the hope that 
continued fuel savings would offset 
price increases in heating oil. 

Consultant Services 

The board voted unanimously to 
authorize GHI management to 
spend $5,000 for consultant services. 
$3,000 of this sum would go to com¬ 
plete demographic surveys in con¬ 
nection with the Long Range Plan 
preparation. Survey Forms have 
already been distributed to mem¬ 
bers and should be returned as 
soon as possible. Although orig¬ 
inally GHI committees were ex¬ 
pected to develop the survey, time 
constraints and the need for expert 
assistance made it desirable to pro¬ 
cure consultant assistance, accord¬ 
ing to Breashears. 

The remaining $2,000 would be 
used to complete a feasibility study 
to be used in securing rehabilita¬ 
tion financing from banks and 
lending institutions. GHI manage¬ 
ment plans to do much of the work 
in preparing this study, which 
would normally cost between $5,000 
and $15,000.

SCHOOL CLOSINGS 

Prince Georges County Superin¬ 
tendent of Schools Edward J. Feen¬ 
ey has recommended a series of 
changes in the way the school sys¬ 
tem selects schools for closing, in 
the process of consolidation brought 
on by declining enrollment. At the 
end of April the Board of Educa¬ 
tion accepted Dr. Feeney's propo 
sal’s for closing ten elementary 
schools at the end of this academic 
year the decision coming after 
several weeks of study by groups 
of parents, school administrators 
and teachers, and more than 17 
hours of public testimony. 

Dr. Feeney emphasized the con¬ 
tinuing need to tie the school clos¬ 
ings study process more closely 
to the county-wide assessment of 
school construction and renovation 
needs. In order to accomplish that 
in a manageable format, he is pro¬ 
posing to examine, in the initial 
phase next year, larger areas of the 
county than the 28 study groupings 
designated last December. The ten 
schools being closed this summer 
were in nine study groupings nom¬ 
inated from those 28 areas for Task 
Force review over the winter. 

The Superintendent’s recommen¬ 
dations went to the Board in out¬ 
line form, and we are slated for a 
more detailed presentation and dis 
cussion by the Board members dur¬ 
ing June. He is suggesting that the 
county be divided into four largo 
sections, to be studied one at a 
time, with the first such study be¬ 
ginning in the northern part of 
the county this summer (Greenbelt 
Schools included). This time ar¬ 
ound, if the Board adopts the rec¬ 
ommended changes, the Superin¬ 
tendent’s staff would be able to do 
considerably more in-depth study, 
analysis and development of com 
parisons, cost data, pupil reassign¬ 
ment possibilities and other such 
information even before the groups 
of parents and school-based staff 
the Community Task Forces be¬ 
gin their work. In the recent school 
closing studies both the Superinten¬ 
dent’s staff and the Task Forces 
were pressed for time. The ad¬ 
vance development of data by the 
staff would ease the work of the 
Task Forces, allowing them to be¬ 
gin interpreting it sooner.’ 

Northern Area Review 
According to the projected sehe 
dule presented ' to the Board, the 
staff review of Section One, the 
northern part of the county, would 
be completed by September, with 
a Community Task Force to begin 
its study of a cluster or groupings 
of schools in Section One in mid- 
October. The Task Btorce report 
would be due in mid-December, 
with public hearings in January 
and a Board of Education decision 
on any closing in that part of the 
county at its second meeting in 
January. 

That timetable would see the en¬ 
tire county subjected to in-depth 
review by next April, and the Su¬ 
perintendent notes that this would 
allow the results to be reflected in 
the five-year Capital Improvement 
Program (C.I.P.) the building and 
renovation schedule—the Board will 
consider in the summer of next 
year. As for this summer’s C.I.P., 
Dr. Feeney told the Board it might 
be wise to avoid including any new 
elementary school projects until the 
proposed county wide review has 
been completed. 

Junior High Closings 
The Board also was put on notice 
that the trend of declining enroll¬ 
ment soon will begin to be felt at 
the junior high school level. Thus 
far, school closings studies in 
Prince Georges County have been 
limited to elementary schools, but 
Superintendent Feeney told Board 
members on May 26 that “the staff 
will also commence a study of 
possible closings” of junior high 
schools.

County Tax Rate 
Decreased by I cent 

Barred from imposing a telephone 
tax because of a successful refer¬ 
endum drive, the County Council 
cut the property tax rate by one 
cent rather than the 15 cents anti¬ 
cipated when the budget was adop¬ 
ted May 13. The Referendum drive 
against the recently enacted Omni¬ 
bus Tax Authority effectively wiped 
out a planned 10-cent reduction in 
the county property tax and forced 
legislators to up the county levy by 
four cents to $3.41 per $100 assessed 
property. On the other side, County 
Council cut the Maryland-National 
Capital Park and Planning Com¬ 
mission tax rate by five cents to 
36.97 cents per $100 assessed proper¬ 
ty, thereby resulting in a net one 
cent cut in the overall tax rate. 
The new tax rate was effective 
July 1. 

The County Council cut approxi¬ 
mately $5 million from the Execu¬ 
tive’s proposed budget, adopting a 
$414.3 million budget on May 13. 
Included in revenue estimates in 
the adopted budget was $6.8 mil¬ 
lion from a telephone tax which 
legislators viewed as a form of tax 
reform. The telephone tax, part of 
the Omnibus Tax Authority, would 
have put a heavier tax burden on 
commercial and industrial users 
and tenants than on homeowners, 
normally ladened with the bulk of 
county taxes. Further, the tele¬ 
phone tax revenues would not quite 
have replaced money lost when 
county officials voted ont to im¬ 
pose a tenants’ tax for a third year. 
The four percent rental tax on 
apartments netted more than $7 
million last year. 

County Council was left no alter¬ 
native except a county property 
tax increase when more than 13,000 
voter signatures were turned in to 
the Secretary of State bringing the 
Omnibus Tax Authority to the No¬ 
vember, 1978, ballot. The Omnibus 
or Home Rule Tax Authority, sign¬ 
ed into law by the governor in May, 
would have allowed Prince George’s 
to impose a number of excise taxes 
not already reserved for the state. 
The most acceptable and collecta¬ 
ble tax, most county officials agreed, 
would have been a tax on telephone 
service. The home rule tax issue 
will appear on the General Election 
ballot in November, 1978, 

County Council anticipated a 10- 
cent reduction in the property tax 
after spending a month in nearly 
daily work sessions on the budget. 
For the first time since Charter 
government was instituted in 1971. 
the Council conducted a program¬ 
matic budget review that forced 
county departments to justify each 
undertaking by pointing to direct 
results. 

Akin to the zero based budgeting 
concept, Council's new budget re¬ 
view process required departments 
to explain why long-standing pro¬ 
grams should continue instead of 
arguing for increased spending. 
Council members pledged to use 
the same programmatic approach 
to budget review next year.

Energy Advisory Council 
Organized in P. G. County 

Prince Georges County Executive 
Winfield M. Kelly, Jr., has signed an 
Executive Order outlining an en¬ 
ergy conservation plan. In addition, 
an Energy Advisory Council has 
been organized for the specific pur- 
post of drafting an Energy Con¬ 
tingency Plan and recommending 
a comprehensive management pro¬ 
gram applicable to both the public 
and private sectors. 

R. Hal Silvers of Greenbelt, Di¬ 
rector of the Office of Emergency 
Preparedness, has been appointed 
to the Energy Advisory Council, 
and will serve as the County En¬ 
ergy Coordinator. Silvers will de¬ 
velop, coordinate, and administer 
a county energy plan consistent 
with Federal and State guidelines. 

Energy conservation steps to be 
taken by all offices and employees 
of Prince Georges County are as 
follows: 

1. The use of electric lights and 
appliances shall be curtailed to a 
minimum, consistent with safety 
requirements. 

2. Thermostats shall be set to a 
minimum of 75° in the summer, 68*' 
in the winter, in all offices and fa¬ 
cilities controlled by the County. 

3. County-owned vehicles shall be 
restricted to a maximum of 55 miles 
per hour, except for vehicles oper¬ 
ating under emergency conditions. 

4. Car pools for employees com¬ 
muting to and from work are en¬ 
couraged. 

White Elected to COG 
Transportation Board 

Prince Georges Councilman Fran¬ 
cis W. White, former Greenbelt city 
council member, has been elected a 
vice chairman of the Transporta¬ 
tion Planning Board, the transpor¬ 
tation policy-making panel of the 
Metropolitan Washington Council 
of Governments. White now serves 
as chairman of the Washington 
Metropolitan Area Transit Author¬ 
ity and is Council’s representative 
to the Washington Suburban Tran¬ 
sit Commission. The Transporta¬ 
tion Planning Board is a regional 
coordinating body that reviews ar¬ 
eawide transportation proposals and 
is empowered to recommend certain 
projects within participating juris¬ 
dictions for federal funding.

Officers and communications spe¬ 
cialists were kept extremely busy 
on July 4. Two specialists answered 
over 500 calls regarding the fire¬ 
works display during a 16-hour 
period.

No injuries ivere reported 
involving fireworks. 

The Medical Center on Center 
way was broken into twice recent¬ 
ly. The second break-in was observe 
ed by city officers while it was in 
progress. As a result, PFC Cecca- 
relli apprehended a subject inside 
the building. Entry was made by 
breaking a window. Investigation 
lelative to the similarities in the 
two incidents revealed that the sub¬ 
ject apprehended was responsible 
for both entries. He was charged 
with breaking and entering and 
has been incarcerated in the county 
jail. The subject, a 20 year old res¬ 
ident of the city, was incarcerated 
on city charges. He was on bond 
fbr similar charges in Laurel. 

Further investigation resulted in 
the arrest of a second man involved 
in the incident. He also has 
been incarcerated by the Commis¬ 
sioner in lieu of bond . 

Cpi. .Craze, in checking a sus¬ 
picious vehicle, found that it had 
apparently been stolen from Penn¬ 
sylvania and was carrying stolen 
property trom that area. Three ju¬ 
veniles from Laurel were appre¬ 
hended and have been charged 
with possession of stolen prpperty. 

A lookout was issued for the opera¬ 
tor of the vehicle who was not ap¬ 
prehended. The property has been 
returned to the rightful owners, 

Sgt. Faulconer, while on routine 
patrol, observed a motorcycle op¬ 
erating at the rear of the golf 
course in Springhill Lake. After a 
c hase he was able to apprehend the 
operator. The vehicle was found to 
have been stolen from Beltsville. 
The operator was charged with 
several traffic charges in addition 
to stealing the vehicle which was 
returned to its owner. 

After responding to a call of dis¬ 
orderly juveniles, PFC Lann was 
assaulted by one of the youths.

Tips on Lawn Mowing 

Residents like to take care of 
their lawns, especially in the warm 
weather ,and to keep them nicely 
mowed. However, when people use 
power mowers, it is important to 
remember certain safety tips in or¬ 
der to protect human life and well¬ 
being. 

Read the owner’s manual, not¬ 
ing all operating and safety in¬ 
structions. Understand the con¬ 
trols and know how to stop the 
machine quickly. 

Police the area to be mowed, re¬ 
moving stones, wire, trash, and 
other objects which could clog the 
mower or be thrown by the blades 
Anything hurled from a disharge 
chute can be a dangerous projec¬ 
tile. Be sure shields and other 
safety devices are in place and 
functioning as intended. 

Fill holes or washouts; watch for 
and avoid obstructions when mow¬ 
ing-holes, roots, drain pipes, etc. 

The fuel tank should be filled 
before starting. Refueling dur¬ 
ing the job requires that the motor 
be shut off and cooled for a few 
minutes. Store fuel in approved 
gasoline containers. Keep hands 
and feet away from moving parts, 
and don’t smoke. 

Shut off the engine before un¬ 
clogging, servicing, adjusting, or 
removing the grassbag attachment. 
Remove the spark wire when work¬ 
ing on the machine. 

Faulty mufflers should be replac¬ 
ed. Unnecessarily high noise levels 
do ears and nerves little good, dis¬ 
turb other family members and 
perhaps annoy the neighbors. 

Children, animals, and bystanders 
should stay out of the work area.

NOTICE OF CHARTER AMENDMENT 

On July 11, 1977, the City Council of Greenbelt, Maryland, 
adopted Charter Amendment Resolution 1977-4 (Resolution 
No 368), and the following Title of the Resolution is a fair sum¬ 
mary of the amendment: 

Charter Amendment Resolution Number 1977-4 

RESOLUTION OF THE CITY OF GREENBELT ADOPTED 
PURSUANT TO THE AUTHORITY OF ARTICLE 11E OF THE 
CONSTITUTION OF MARYLAND AND SECTION 13 OF AR¬ 
TICLE 23A OF THE ANNOTATED CODE OF MARYLAND 
(1957 EDITION AS AMENDED), TITLE “CORPORATION- 
MUNICIPAL” SUBTITLE ‘‘HOME RULE ” TO AMEND THE 
CHARTER OF THE CITY OF GREENBELT, SAID CHARTER 
BEING SUBTITLE 40 OF ARTICLE 17 OF THE CODE OF 
PUBLIC LOCAL LAWS OF MARYLAND (1963 EDITION AS 
AMENDED) AND CONTAINING IN WHOLE OR IN PART 
THE CHARTER OF THE CITY OF GREENBELT, BY REPEAL¬ 
ING AND REENACTING WITH AMENDMENTS SECTION 4, 
TITLE “CREATION; QUALIFICATIONS; COMPENSATION” 
TO PROVDE A SALARY OF $2,900 PER ANNUM FOR THE 
MAYOR AND $2,500 PER ANNUM FOR EACH OF THE 
OTHER MEMBERS OF COUNCIL. 


The above amendment shall become and be considered a part 
of the Charter of the City of Greenbelt, Maryland, according to 
the terms of the amendment, in all respects to be effective and 
observed as such, upon the 21st day of September, 1977, unless 
on or before the fortieth day after passage, which shall be the 
20th day of August, 1977, there shall be presented to the Coun¬ 
cil of the City of Greenbelt, Maryland, or mailed to it by regis¬ 
tered mail, a petition for referendum signed by twenty percent j 
or more of the persons qualified to vote in the general election of 
the City of Greenbelt requesting that the above Charter Am¬ 
endment be submitted on referendum to the voters of the City 
of Greenbelt.

Principal Ray Ogden, with the assistance of his proficient 
staff has guided Eleanor Roosevelt High School’s 1300 students 
through their genesis year gracefully. This new and innovative 
approach to high school technical education, which draws on a 
county-wide enrollment, is well complemented by a local compre¬ 
hensive enrollment. Greenbelt has its own high school, again, at 
last, and more! 

ed its goals thus far, he adds that 


Dr. Frank Murphy, vice principal, 
at the June athletic awards cere¬ 
mony, honoring over 400 students, 
set the tone for the program by 
reminding all that those students 
receiving awards in athletic exper¬ 
tise were student athletes. He also 
stated with little hesitation that 
Eleanor Roosevelt High School was 
"The Best”. If this assumption is 
true and remains true, we citizens 
of Greenbelt may consider ourselves 
lucky- at last. The privilege of 
sending our young peopl^ to the 
best high school becomes the ful¬ 
fillment of an old Greenbelt dream. 

1800 Applicants 

Indeed, there was a clamoring 
from the parents of over 1800 ap¬ 
plicants cpunty-wide this spring as 
they awaited the test results for the 
tech, center. All hoped that at last 
their children were eligible for the 
superior academic and well con¬ 
trolled environment the tech, center 
offers and which all children in the 
county ought to receive. 

Roosevelt high school has been 
well received too. From the onset 
of the ’76-77 school year, Ogden 
has worked closely with the city in 
•rearing cohesion and balanced 
•ommunications. Ogden initiated 
a meeting with city officials and 
•ity council in order to achieve this 
wid. According to city staff mem¬ 
bers, the city has encountered little 
difficulty with the school, and Elea- 
MOt Roosevelt staff members con¬ 
cur. 

Successful Year 

Dr. Charles Cockrell, vice princi¬ 
pal, states that this has been a 
■tost successful year. He feels that 
ftais model school is a prospect for 
emulation county-wide. There are 
o*ly five schools on the eastern sea¬ 
board which offer this type of edu¬ 
cation, curriculum and high stand¬ 
ards, along with reasonable disci¬ 
pline. Cockrell noted that no tea¬ 
cher has been asked to leave. (Dr. 
Murphy will leave, however, for a 
promotion to a principalship of his 
own.) Fifteen new teachers will be 
hired to accommodate the increased 
enrollment, as Roosevelt will have 
its first senior class next fall. 

Vice principal Rose Weems feels 
that Roosevelt students already 
have developed an identity this 
year and are very proud of their 
school. She stated that there has 
been no serious discipline problem, 
such as drugs or fights, during the 
year. "We run a tight ship,” 
Weems added, "and we will contin¬ 
ue to do so.” Roosevelt did not opt 
for open lunch this year, but relen¬ 
ted as of May 28 with an outside 
time on campus at the end of the 
lunch break. 

Good Attendance 

Ninth grade attendance has been 
"super,” according to Weems, and 
overall attendance good. Ogden 
had said earlier in the year that he 
is "not here to put kids out but to 
keep kids in,” No class cutting is 
overlooked, and suspensions and 
meetings with parents are quickly 
decreed. This policy itself helps to 
discourage misbehavior. 

The major problems have been 
with the plant itself, particularly in 
the heating and cooling systems. 
The athletic fields remain unfinish¬ 
ed and use by the city this summer 
will not be possible as a result. 

Officials Visit 

County officials have visited the 
school from time to time and have 
found it running smoothly even 
though there had been no prior an¬ 
nouncement of the visits, 

G. James Gholsan, assistant sup¬ 
erintendent (Northern area), who 
was instrumental in getting Roose¬ 
velt started, is optimistic about the 
success of Eleanor Roosevelt. He 
would not go so far as to say Roose¬ 
velt was the best county high 
school, but did- say that it has had 
a successful year. While Gholson 
does not feel Roosevelt has achiev- 


no school really has. 

Teacher Selection 

Ogden himself selected all of his 
teachers, spending many intense 
hours in teacher interviews. He 
searched only for committed teach¬ 
ers, those interested in reaching 
their students. The advantage of 
opening a new school, he said, in¬ 
cludes giving the principal the op¬ 
portunity to brief each applicant as 
to school standards and require¬ 
ments. 

Open counselling 

The school piloted an open coun¬ 
selling system this year in which 
there is always a counselor on duty 
during school hours available for 
any student. Each student was also 
assigned a regular counselor for ca¬ 
reer guidance, as well as a teacher- 
advisor, so that each student had a 
personal touchstone within the 
school. 

What lifetime benefit Roosevelt 
students will gain remains to be 
seen it is too early to tell. But 
the challenge is being met. With 
continued enthusiasm the school 
can be one of the county’s future 
best, if in fact it isn’t already. 
Greenbelt’s constant idealism com¬ 
bined with hard working reality 
may produce unique results once 
more! 


Did You Know?

Something new has come to 
Greenbelt. Have you noticed a trail¬ 
er at the entrance to Hunting 
Ridge Apartments — Goddard 
Space Village? There is now an 
airport limousine service which 
leaves Baltimore-Washington In¬ 
ternational Airport and arrives 
twenty minutes later at a mini 
limousine terminal located at the 
southeast corner of Greenbelt Road 
(MD 193) and the Baltimore-Wash¬ 
ington Parkway. You may de¬ 
coach in Greenbelt or continue on 
for another twenty minutes to the 
Capital Hilton (formerly Statler- 
Hilton) in Washington, D.C. This 
is termed the "Kiss and Ride” ser¬ 
vice, as someone must pick up the 
passenger at the terminal. 

“Door-to-Door” service is availa¬ 
ble. If requested the employee at the 
dispatch desk at the airport, loca¬ 
ted on the lower level near the 
baggage claim, will order a cab. 
Upon arrival at the mini limo 
terminal, voila, the cab will be 
waiting to take the traveler direct¬ 
ly home. 

The limousine service was a col¬ 
lective idea growing out of the pre¬ 
vious limousine service running to 
nine stops in Montgomery and 
Prince Georges counties. The latter 
ran on a reservation basis and was 
considered less than satisfactory. 
Airway Limousine Service, Inc., 
will manage the new service, which 
is subsidized by State Aviation, 

Reservations are required when 
one is going to the airport. Further, 
advance notice is need for "Door to 
Door” service but not for "Kiss and 
Ride.” The trailer, or terminal on 
Greenbelt Road, is open from 6:30 
a.m. to 10:30 p.m. Because no park¬ 
ing facilities are available at that 
location, no park and ride service 
has been instituted. A pay phone 
has been installed outside the limo 
terminal for public use.

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Metro 1-95 Alignment Out 
As USDA Negotiations Fail 

Prince Georges County' Council 
has joined County Executive Win¬ 
field Kelly in concluding that no 
general plans should be formula¬ 
ted for the 1-95 alignment of the 
Metro 'E' (Greenbelt Route) be¬ 
cause a "mutually acceptable al¬ 
ignment” through the Beltsville 
Agricultural Research Center could 
not be found. General plans already 
are being finalized by the Washing¬ 
ton Metropolitan Area Transit Au¬ 
thority for the ARS (Adopted Re¬ 
gional System) alignment for the 
‘E* Route. The ARS alignment pre¬ 
ferred by residents of Greenbelt 
will bring the rapid rail line along 
the B&O Rairoad line to end with¬ 
in the city limits at the Beltway. 

The State Department of Trans¬ 
portation has been negotiating with 
the U.S. Department of Agricul¬ 
ture, owners of the research center, 
and the county government since 
February, 1976, to find an accept¬ 
able route for the 1-95 alignment. 

A citizens advisory committee, 
working with neighborhood groups 
and the Maryland-National Capital 
Park and Planning Commission, 
concluded that one alignment (al¬ 
ternate C) running through the 
eastern portion of the research 
center's South Farm was the only 
alternative that fulfilled transpor¬ 
tation objectives set by the state 
transportation department and any 
degree of community acceptance. 

Unfortunately, the Department 
of Agriculture nixed use of the 
South Farm, maintaining such an 
alignment would have "extremely 
adverse impacts” on research cap¬ 
abilities. Other alignments through 
the Beltsville Agricultural Research 
Center have caused severe objec¬ 
tions from communities, particul¬ 
arly College Park Woods. 

In a letter to the state transpor¬ 
tation department, the County 
Council and Executive dismissed as 
unacceptable an alignment alterna¬ 
tive that keeps only a 50-foot buf¬ 
fer between the rear lot lines of 
the College Park Woods subdivis¬ 
ion and the construction zone. 

In suggesting an end to further 
formal considerations of the 1-95 
alignment, county government 
pointed out that the ‘E’ Route is 
part of the Metro Alternatives Ana¬ 
lysis procedure, expected to be com¬ 
pleted late this summer. The an¬ 
alysis is to pinpoint mass transit 
modes other than rapid rail that 
are feasible for a particular corri¬ 
dor. 

Funding 

The 1-95 alignment for the ( E’ 
Route was originally suggested for 
General Plans after the state de¬ 
partment of Transportation indi¬ 
cated that it would not approve 
any other alignment for funding. 
County government agreed to send 
the alignment to General Plans only 
if the state picked up a major por¬ 
tion of the tab while the preferable 
ARS alignment was paid via mon¬ 
ies already allotted for Metro plan¬ 
ning. 

Under county government's pro¬ 
posal, General Plans for the 1-95 
alignment was to be funded half 
by the state, with the county's half 
to be paid from funds left over 
from Addison Road Metro con¬ 
struction. 

Both General Plan and Alterna¬ 
tive Analysis for the ‘E’ Route are 
expected to be completed this sum¬ 
mer. General Plans must go to 
public hearing before county gov¬ 
ernment can make any decision on 
construction of the controversial 
Metro leg. The county has also 
stated it would not approve con¬ 
struction unless a Metrorail finan¬ 
cial plan acceptable to the county 
is approved in advance by federal 
and state government £nd the 
WMATA Board. 

In the most recent letter to state 
transportation officials, county gov¬ 
ernment suggested that the Alter¬ 
native Analysis, which includes • a 
proposal for an 1-95 alignment, be 
completed and evaluated before 
more study is authorized on the 
less preferable routing.
